Money has always been the number one subject iii 
America, no matter what. Let’s face it, you can’t live with- 
out it, so why not try to live with it—the right way! 
It takes money to go to school. Sure, your tuition to 
SAC is only $10 plus another $40 for books. But what 


about the commuters who must 
buy gas, oil, and food? What about 
the cleaning of clothes and their 
wear and tear? What about 
snacks, dates, auto repairs, and a 
dozen other things that should be 
worked into your school budget 
and within the scope of part-time 
employment? 


Helping Hand 
These are things you should 
work out for “ yourself. But, if 


you’ve found yourself really in a 
bind and your grades are slumping 
because of financial worry, there

Fund. 


Since its consolidation, the fund 
has made 391 loans ranging from 
$5 to $100, with an average o! 
$24 per loan. 

Fund History 

The Student Revolving Loan 
Fund has an interesting story be- 
hind it, in that it resulted from 
donations started by Mr. Herb 
Alleman who himself had been in 
the position of needing a small 
loan to carry him through a couple 
of weeks of school. 

Mr. Alleman donated a total of 
$200 which was to be loaned on 
the honor system, but the money 
seemed to dwindle away over 
period of time.
